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Now when the Turkish Empire was given a constitutional Government, with 
equal and similar rights to all her subjects, whether professing Muhammadanism 
or any other religion and a Parliament was formed of the representatives of 
the different sections of the people, it was hoped that henceforth. the Euro 
Powers would not |molest'the Turkish Government, but it is a matter of great 
regret that their policy has undergone no change. Before the Turks had time 
to establish: their Parliamentary Government on a firm footing the rulers of 
Bulgaria and Montenegro began to be called kings on the one hand and Austria 
added Bosnia and Herzegovina to her own territories on the other. To crown 
all, ‘Crete claimed to be added to Greece and. instigated Albania to 
revolt. But no sooner the Turkish Government ne to put down the 
Albanians, the civilised powers of Europe, resorting to their usual policy, 
terrorised the Turkish Government and’ claimed independence for Albania, 

In spite of such interference these powers while ‘denying any religious 
preferences in themselves charge the Muhammadans with fanaticisms and 
tyrrany in dealing with the Albanians. They do all this in the name of 
civilisation, but it is a wonder they do not direct their attention to Russia 
which’ has become a slaughter-house of civilisation and humanity. The 
absence of a single re ntative of the two hundred and fifty millions of 
Muhammadans who inhabit Europe in the Parliaments of the Powers is a 
sufficient e of the religious prejudices of these Powers. In the newly- 
established Parliaments of Persia and Turkey all classes of the subjects: have 
‘been impartially represented, : 
However the question of Albania is likely to assume a new political aspect 
in the very near future. If the Turks do not meet the situation with an iron 
hand it is probable that a great war may break out, and if Albania becomes 
‘independent or gets concessions through the intercessions of the Powers, not 
only will Albania detach herself from Turkey, but Macedonia will also follow 
its example while Crete will be added to Greece. In that case the existence of 
Turkey as a European Power will not only become difficult but pranks will 
be played against the Turks in Asia Minor too. Turkey should therefore 
stand firm on the Albanian question and try to nip the crisis in the bud even if 
it may involve itself in a great war. As for the Germans siding with the Turks 
the former are expected to help the latter only in case they derive some 
benefit from doing so, and hence it is that the Germans consider the harassment 
of the Turks by the Euro Powers to be to their own advantage, for 
then the Turks are more likely to cling to them for help. Reuter's message 
makes it clear that the confusion prevuiling in the Balkan States is likely to 
end in a great war in Europe.

The murder was eommitted in Calcutta: between seven and sight in the evening, 
in Sikdar Bagan Laue, within a stones throw: from ‘Cornwallis : Street, and 
yet the murderer still remaimsiuntraced. It has:not:even:been:discovered who 
committed: the murder and why he committed it. We have not yet been able 
to seeure any information that would enable us. ta jndge whether the murder 
was a political one or the sequel to a love affair. The police also hae not 
supplied the publio with any information on the subject. Nevertheless; the 
deceased’s: mother has got a pension of Rs. 600 per annum. The Whale 
affair seems tobe shrouded in ad mystery. Does the poliee intend: to make 
us believe that the murderer dropped from the sky, or that no inhabitant 
of Sikdar Bagan knows anything about the murder, or heard the report of 
the gun with which the murder was committed or saw ‘the: misereant 
running away?

But properly viewed, was not that ead incident a result of negligence on the 
part of the jail: authorities? How was it that pistols could be smuggled in 
and kept in the jail- How was it that the prisoners were allowed to have a 
private interview with: Naren Gossain? It is by no means desirable that 
under-trial prisoners sould be subjected to such hardships for such long 
eriods as six or eight months or one yéar. It is alarming that the officiating 
Lientenant- Governor of the United Provinces should hive expressed his regret 
that sentences of solitary confinement should not have boen passed in a larger 
number of cases, for this expression of opinion is likely to lead judicial officers 
to pass such sentence in a large number of cases. It is high time that Lord 
Hardinge attended to this matter of solitary confinoment, which is, of all forms 
of punishment, the most oruel. ages 
It is gratifying to note that a prison has been established at Bareilly in 
the United Provinces exclusively for the incarceration of juvenile prisoners. 
It is, however, reassuring to hear the Lieuténant-Governor of the United 
Provinces remark that a jail is a jail after all and no seminary, and that, 
however well regulated, it is attended with the risk of corrupting the morals 


of juvenile offenders by reason of bad company, and thus warn Magistrates . 


against sentencing juvenile offenders to imprisonment in every case.

The atrocious murder of Mr. Ashe, Collector of Tinnevelly, bas not only 
grieved and agitated English society, but also frightened.and ‘disturbed Indian 
society. When a disease appears in the: body of « society it is but natural 
that its members should become anxious and thoughtful. It is not, however, 
possible to check a disease at once, be it in the human body or in the body 
of society. Thoughtful men in this country are seriously discussing whether 
it is not possible easily to free the body of the Indian society from the 
violent disease of anarchism, which it has .contracted from Europe. It 
is not unknown to anybody that in Europe where this cruel disease had its 
birth, all efforts at — it are proving ineffectual. Anarchism, houerer, 
is not congenial to the Indian character. It is, therefore, that this foreign 
vice. will not be and cannot be permanent in this conte. 
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Sufficient evidence has not yet been forthcoming to enable us to decide 
whether the Tinnevelly murder was the work of a person actuated by anar- 
chical propensities or by some other motive, The man who committed the 
atrocious act has inflicted on himself the extreme penalty with his own hand. 
The Madras Police is making a sifting enquiry as to whether or not there was 
a conspiracy behind the act, So long as this enquiry is not completed, and 
all evidence produced in court, it cannot be fair to pass any judgment as to 
whether the murder was the effect of anarchism or of eee. enmity or 
insanity. A number of short-sighted Anglo-Indians are, however, showing 
pitiable and ridiculous — over the matter. Every thoughtful and far- 
sighted official knows that such flurry is harmful and calculated to give rise 
to unrest, but 1 no effort is being made to check it. It is extremely 
foolish to show agitation of mind when coolness and firmness are needed most. 

A correspondent of the Pioneer has surpassed all other ae in 
exhibiting a deplorable state of mental agitation. One is inclined to ask, 
who is this new incarnation whom anger has made altogether forgetful of 
himself? We are unable to make out how the Editor of the Pioneer could 
allow the ravings of this madman to be published in his paper. An occurrence 
like the Tinnevelly murder may, of course, easily unnerve a weak-minded 
person, We cannot, however, credit the Editor of a newspaper with a high 
sense of responsibility, who allows the ravings of such a man to be published 
in his paper. We are unable to resist the temptation of publishing below the 
substance of the wonderful letter of the correspondent in question, He 
writes :— : , | : 

It is as if Lord Morley has himself murdered Mr. Ashe with a revolver. 
This is what the murder indicates and it should be said in no dubious terms. 
Everyone who has intimate touch with Indians feelsthat the murderis the sequel 
of the blocking of the promotion of Mr. Pinhey, the outspoken and courageous 
Sessions Judge who tried the rebels of Tinnevelly. The Provincial Govern- 
ment had recommended him for a judgeship of the Madras High Court, but 
Lord Morley refused to give him the post on the ground that he had used 
unrestrained language in his judgment in the Tinnevelly case. * 4 
knows the story of this refusal. Consequently, the hands of officials ha ve 
been weakened and sedition has increased. The present murder is the first 
fruit of this increase of seditious spirit, and there is no doubt that many other 
cases of murder will follow. None would have had anything to say had the 
persons who were guilty of such political folly suffered punishment for their 
offence. But the kind-hearted statesman who tries to rule India according to 
the lessons of the history of the West sits secure, and those who know that 
firmness and, if necessary, severity ought to be the guiding principle of 
government in India, but are en to work scoording to. the mistaken 
policy which is contrary to the lessons of Indian history—it is they who by 
their lives po Y the penalty of that mistake. Instead of blaming the misguided 
and depraved Indians every Englishman living in India ought to try his best 
to bring home to all weak-hearted rulers and sentimental Secretaries of 
State for India the mistake they commit by neglecting to suppress sedition 
with a high hand. Eastern methods of Government should be followed 
in the East. It should also be borne in mind that the intricate machinery 
that at present existsfor dispensing justice should be done away with. The 
Tinnevelly public should be made to feel at once that sedition is spreading 
amongst them. Of course, many educated men will express disgust at this 
murder and expressions of sym athy will be pouring in from all directions, 
But it is necessary that the Indians should be made to understand that an 
empty expression of sympathy is not all that is expected of them, that the 

vernment of India wants from them something more than mere words and 
Page loyalty. They should see that incidents like the Tinnevelly murder 
2 not occur again. If they do occur they should all be held responsible 
orthem. Where such an occurrence will take place, a regiment of English or 
Gurkha soldiers should be quartered and the local people made to pay a 
pension to the widow of the murdered man.

manufactures. It is not too much to say that the progress of Japan and some 
European countries is due only to this kind of taxation. It is hoping against 
hope that India will be benefited by Free Trade.”
